Final Tribute To Caruso 


Funéral of Great Italian Singer Held 
In Naples. 


Naples—The funeral of Enrico 
Caruso took place with great solemn- 
ity. From the royal church of San 
Francesco Di Paola, the cortege mov- 
ed through streets lined with troops 
and vast crowds to~the cemetery, 
where the body was placed:in a vault. 

Services were held in this famous 
church by permission of King Victor 
Emmanuel, A great choir composed 
of hundreds of singers assisted in 
the high requiem mass. 

There were innumerable floral of- 
ferings, among them a wréath from 
the city of New York. All places of 
business had been closed as a sign 
of mourning. 

Eulogies were pronounced by the 
prefect of Naples in. the name of the 
King and the government, by the 
director of the conservatory and by 
representatives of the mayor and the 
artists of the city. 

The basilica of the church was 
draped with black and gold tapestries, 
some of them royal treasures of the 
former Kingdom of Naples. The 
body of the great singer lay on a cata- 
falque in the centre of the structure, 
surrounded by hundreds of candles.

Henry Ford and H. H. Kohlsaat, 
the veteran Chicago newspaper pub- 
lisher, were talking over old times 
recently, ,;when reference happened to 
be made to the first “horseless car 
riage” race ever held in America, This 
race’ was arranged by Mr. Kohl- 
saat’s newspaper, the Times-Herald, 
Thanksgiving Day, 1895, almost a 
quarter of a century ago.

_Lilloet District. 


A report has reached Montreal of a 
meeting held in London, England, to 
discuss the possibility of forming a 
colony for ex-officers, men and their 
families in the Lilloet district of Brit- 
ish Columbia.
